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RIFLES AND GUARDS. 


BOTH COMPANIES LEAVE FOR THE 
JACKSONVILLE DRILL. 
They Are All Enthusiastic Over the Chances 
fora $2,000 Prize and Ashe Southern 


Championship. 


Atlanta’s two crack military companies, the 
Rifles and the Guards left for the interstate 
drill at Jacksonville, yesterday afternoon. 

The Rifles went by the East. Tennessee at 
7 o’clock and the Guards by the Central at 
twenty minutes past seven. 

Both companies will arrive in Jacksonville 
on the same train this morning. 

The Rifles came very near being left be- 
hind. 

A half hour before train time a score or 
more of Rifles were gathered at the 
Fast Tennessee depot, besides quite 
a party of ladies and other 
friends of the company who were going along 
to help the boys bring back the two thousand 
dollar first prize. 

They were awaiting the arrival of the drill 


team from the armory. 
“At the armory everybody was ready to start 


in ample time to catch the train on time, ex- 
cept one of the squad. 

When seven o'clock arrived the crowd at 
the train became very anxious, because the 
company had not yet put in an appearance, 
and that was the hour scheduled for the train 
to leave. 

At the Rifles’ armory, when the clock 
struck, the impatience and excitement were 
still higher. The missing man had not yet 
shown up. Just as it had been decided 
to leave without him the tardy soldier 
came rushing up the stairs, and in a twinkling 
had strapped his knapsack on and was at his 
post in ranks, ready to start. 

It was then ten minutes past seven. 

At the depot no word had been received 
about the company, and all sort of rumors 
goon got afloat. Some were unkind evough 
to hint that the boys had backed out at the 
last moment. But their trunks were aboard, 
and all their tickets had been bought, and of 
course, nobody who knew the sort of stuff the 
Rifles are made of, thought seriously of this. 

Everybody wanted to know what the matter 
was, and untilthe Rifles finally came into view 
up Mitchell strect, the platform and street was 
crowded with citizens and passengers, 
who ordinarily would have been comfortably 
aboard, settling for the tedious night’s ride. 
Considerable excitement prevailed. 

Mr. J. A. Drogie, master of trains, was one 


of the crowd. 

He kindly consented to hold the train fora 
few minutes, to give the boysachance of 
catching it, but just how long it could be held 
was not known. Thisintensified the interest, as 
each moment the crowd expected to see the 
train pull out without the coming of the com- 
pany. 

Once the engineer began ringing his bell. 
The crowd made arush forthe train, but it 
didn’t pull out, and they were soon out on the 
platform again,straining eyes and ears to catch 
the approach of the Rifles that seemed to never 


come. 

At the foot of the armory stairs a brass band 
was in waiting. When Captain Spencer got his 
men in position he marched them down to the 
street. Then throwing them in behind the 
band, gave the command, in firm but anxious 
tones, 

‘‘Forward—-double time—march!”’ 

Like a fine piece of mechanism the white 
striped legs sprang forward, the glittering 
guns coming toa right shoulder and the dis- 
engaged left hands taking a steady, graceful 
swaying back and forth, with elbows close in. 

The band went at a dead run, the drummer 
being the only member of it who could even 
make an attempt to use his instrument. He 
kept upasharp, quick beat, but which was 
scarcely heard above the tramp of the soldier 
boys’ feet upon the belgian block pavements. 

All the way from the armory, down White- 
hal] to Mitchell and out Mitchell to the depot, 
the double-quick was maintained, the com- 
pany moving as steadily and evenly as if 
moved by machinery. 

When the flashes from the guns and equip- 
ments were caught by the crowd at the depot, 
cheer after cheer went up, which was caught 
and sent back by the throng that followed the 
company along the sidewalks and streets. 

The double-quick never ceased until the 
Rifles’ special sleeper was reached, and then 
only as the boys sprang up the steps and upon 
the platform. 

Just as the train pulled out, the Central, 
bearing the Gate City Guard and their friends’ 
steamed alongside on the next track. 

Some one yelled: 

‘‘Three cheers for the Gate City Guard!”’ 

And they were given, with a tiger, almost 
loud enough to be heard at the two armories 
a by those who had been left be- 
hind. 

‘‘Three cheers for the Atlanta Rifles!’”’ came 
back from the Guard, as the two trains moved 
off side by side. 

With a will the cheers were given. 

And when the two companies meet on the 
field at Jacksonville, if the Guard should win, 
the Ritles will be ready with a hearty three 
cheers and gratulations. Ifit should. be the 
Rifles, the Guard will be the first to crowd 
around and shake them by the hand. 

But just which company wil be given that 
pleasure, it would take a fairy to tell. 

The Rifles have their mascot along—Bob 
Bruce—and the Guards left their Jonah be- 
hind. Soit’s a stand-off between them. 

Of course, the Guard had no trouble about 
getting off. They never do. It would takea 
very fast train to leave them behind, and— 
here’s a pointer—it’s going to take some very 
fine work to outdrill them, 

The company marched from its armory to 
the union depot, escorted by a detachment of 
members notincluded in the drill squad. 

Placesin the contest will be drawn for to- 
day, and the battle will be fought tomorrow. 

Until it is over the eyes of military Atlanta 


will be upon Jacksonville.

Let us remark in passing, that if the Tele- 
graph was half as energetic in trying to de- 
velop the progressive and prosperous city 
in which it is published, as it is in taking 
every occasion to vent its spleen against THE 
CONSTITUTION, Which has about as many 
subscribers in Macon as it has, and gives 
more local news, it would be better for that 
paper, better for Macon, and better for 
everybody concerned. 

In regard to Major McKinley’s visit to the 
Chautauqua, we have no apology to make, 
and only this to say: The only connection

We are not so hide-bound as to be unwil- 
ling to hear arguments from opponents. We 
are not so narrow as to turn a deaf ear tothe 
other side of the discussion of a question 
which we are discussing ourselves. We do 
not look into the political pedigrees of every 
man who comes among us, but extend a 
cordial welcome to all who come to ‘Georgia, 
look upon our resources,see our people, com- 
mingle their speech with ours, invest their 
money in our property, and indeed, become 
part of us. We treat our visitors hospitably. 
If they prove ungrateful then is the time to 
denounce them. The editor, or proprietor 
or whoever is responsible forthe utter- 
ance of the Telegraph, for it isa hard mat- 
ter to get at its exact control, may disagree 
with us in this policy. He has a perfect 
right to doso. Indeed, it is to be expected 
as this mongrel relic of ancient journalism 
makes it a point to keepabout twenty years 
behind the times. Italso has a right to 
palm off Buck’s utterances as news, but 
this distinguished ‘‘leader’’ of Georgia re- 
publicans is at present in such bad repute 
among the decent people of the state that 
his motives for emaligning others will be 
readily understood. 

Following is THE CONSTITUTION’S report 
of the arrivai of Major McKinley and other 
prominent republicans who came here with 
him on the 20th of August last. The Tele- 
graph had a correspondent on the train that 
arrived here with Major McKinley, and if 
there was any other motive for his trip than 
the one expressed by the major in his inter- 
view, this reporter ought to have discovered it.

‘“lam here in Georgia as the gnest of the Chau- 
tanqua and of the people of Atlanta, the foremost 
city of the emipre state of the south, and I am 
glad to see you. Good night,’ was all he said, but 
even that was received with great enthusiasm.” 


Next day he spoke at the Piedmont Chau- 
tauqua, and did not once allude to any po- 
litical subject, outside of that on which he 


had been invited to speak by Mr. Grady— 
the tariff.

The Cotton Situation. 

The Chronicle’s report of the cotton move- 
ment covers the period from the 1st of Sep- 
tember to the close of March. During the 
month of March, the gross rail shipments 
have been 88,258 bales, which compares 
with 135,736 bales last year and 78,723 bales 
in 1888. ‘The decline from a year ago in the 
total forthe season to date is 7,995 bales, 
but contrasted with 1887-88 a gain of 86,140 
bales is recorded. The net for the month 
has been only .38,863 bales, or a loss from 
1889 of 24,696 bales, the total then being 
63,559 bales. In 1888 the net reached 38,- 
372 bales. The aggregate for the seven 
months exhibits a falling off from 1888-89 of 
9,176 bales, and the loss compared with two 
years ago is 20,750 bales. 

At the outports the net receipts for the 
months have reached a total of only 213,697 
bales, against 330,510 bales in March of 
1889 and 225,042 bales in 1888. The ag- 
gregate for the seven months is nevertheless 
in excess.of any previous year. Foreign ex- 
ports, while quite free during March, are 
115,713 bales less than in the month of last 
year, being 422,160 bales, against 537,873 
bales. ‘The season’s total is 414,225 bales 
greater than for the like period of 1888-89, 
and 639,840 bales in excess of 1887-88. Port 
stocks show a pretty considerabie reduction 
during the month, and the decrease, com- 
pared with a year ago, is now 205,689 bales. 

The amount of cotton marketed since 
September 1 in 1889-90 is 346,379 bales 
more than in 1888-89 and 495,330 bales 
more than in 1887-88, Northern spinners 
had upto April 1 taken 1,619,719 bales, a 
decrease from the corresponding period of 
1888-89 of 311 bales and an increase over 
the same time in 1887-88 of 107,202 bales. 

The movement up to April 1 of the pres- 
ent year is 299,997 bales more than in 1888- 
89 and 368,330 bales greater than in 1887- 
88. The movement up to April 1 shows an 
increase in the average weight as compared 
with the same period of last year, the aver- 
age this year being 496.82 pounds per bale, 
against 496.48 pounds for the same time in 
1888-89 and 485.20 in 1887-88.

Easter wasa glorious day. All the early 
worshippers stepped forth with a bouyant, 
joyous tread, as though inspired by the glori- 
ous thought that} we worship a living and 
not a dead Christ. How happy the children 
looked! Even if their joy came from posses- 
sion of new frocks and hats, and not from the 


higher spiritual pleasure which animated 


older and maturer believers. 

As I was going to Sunday school, my heart 
aglow with something of the realization of 
the vast import.of Easter morn, at the bend 


‘of Peachtree street there passed me an old 


colored woman whose bent form and extreme 
poverty, both arrested and startled me. I 
stopped still as I contemplated her. 

She wore a thin brown worsted frock with a 
frayed ruffle at the.bottom,and for an apron 
an old piece of cotton cloth, seemingly a part 
of an old sheet, without a stitch of sewing, 
neither hem nor strings nor gather in it, 
which was pinned around her waist, so as to 
fit the form as near as possible. A square of 
some dark worsted material was folded around 
her shoulders, thus hiding the dress waist, if 
she had one, and a similar square of some blue 
stuff was folded on the head and under the 
chin, in lieu of a bonnot. A heavy pair of 
worn shoes, seemingly a man’s, were on her 
feet, and they lifted the worn ruffle of her 
poor dress behind at every step. In her left 
hand she carried a small, cheap um- 
brella, and closely clasped under her 
left arm, wrapped as securely as_ it 
could be in a scant red flannel cloth was a 
large family Bible. It was one of thosecheap, 
showy, gilt Bibles, which some merciless book 
agents sell to the negroes for ten times their 
value on the installment plan. Thejsight of 
that precious treasure in the grasp of that 
mendicant astonished and thrilled me. 
That book represented fifty cents a week out 
of the scant earnings of that old worn out 


woman for perhaps ten or twelve’ months. . 


And yet I dare say she could not read a line in 
it. Behold this sacrifice, ye of Christ’s pro- 
fessors, who have money enough to buy Bibles 
and give to the poor, and yet who neither buy 
nor give, nor even read them for yourselves. 

The woman was about to pass out of sight 
when a sudden impulse urged me to overtake 
her. 

“Aunty are you going to church?’’. I ex- 
claimed. 

She turned with a surprised expression on 
her wrinkled, patient, poverty-stricken face‘ 
and said, with a gentle smile, accompanied by 
an old slavery-time courtesy: 

‘No ma’am, I am jis comin’ fum church.” 

“‘Where do you belong ?”’ 

“At Mt. Zion, ma’am?’’ 

‘How are you getting on down there ?’’ 

‘Well, jis tolerable ma’am. We're been 
split up down there, three times, an’ its hard 
to git strait agin.” 

“Mt. Olive split off from Mt. Zion didn’t 
it?” 

“Yes ma’am, but I stick to de ole church.” 

‘“‘Whese Bible is that you are carrying?” 

“Mine, ma’am!’’ a childish smile of joy 
overspreading her face again. 

“Have you a missionary society at Mt. 
Zion ?’’ . 

‘*‘Well, I don’t know, ma’am. Is you a mis- 
sionary? If you is, won’t you come down to 
our church some time and tell us all about it ?’’ 
she asked eagerly in almostabreath. I bowed 
my head but my heart was too full to say ‘‘yes.

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MILITARY ADVISORY BOARD 
MET YESTERDAY, 


THE 


Jmportant Action Taken Relative to New 
Companies, to the State Uniform and to 
the Coming Encampment. 


No new military compantes will be admitted 
Into the state militia force for some time. 

The advisory board met yesterday at the 
capitol and made several important decisions, 
gome of which will not be received with favor 
by the young men throughout the state who 
are thirsting for military honors. 

When Adjutant General Kell called the 
meeting to order the only members of the 


‘board present were Colonel George A. Mercer, 


Lieutenant Colonels William Gerrard, and 
William F. Jones, and Captains John W. 
Clark, S. P. Gilbert and G. B. Forbes. 

The first business considered was an applica- 
tion from the Gordon Rifles, of Harris county, 
for adinission to the state troops, and also one 
from the Grady Cadets, of Atlanta. Hon. 
John M. Mobley and Doctors Bruce and 
Brewster appeared before the ‘board in behalf 
of the Harris county company, and Lieutenant 
Albert Howell for the Grady Cadets. 

After considering the matter carefully the 
board décided to lay both the applications on 
the table and allow them to take their regular 
turn in coming up for consideration. As there 
are fifty companies now on the docket the pros- 
pects of the Gordon Rifles and Grady Cadets 
are not alluring. 

The board was actuated by the fact that 
there are now no arms or equipments to be 
distributed, and it was thought unwise to le- 
gitimatise a mob which they considered would 
be the result of allowing .companies to arm 
themselves. 

The’ -following 
adopted: 

Resolved, That owing to the presentimperfectly 
equipped condition of the volunteer jforces of 
Georgia and the present inability of the state to 
equip and maintain the force. Itis a matter of 
justice to all applicants andto the present force 
and it is resolved that no other commadds shall 
be admitted until after the June encampment 
and all applications shall be laid on the table. 

After the admission of new companies had 
been settled representatives from the Petti- 
bone Manufacturing company and the M. C. 
Lilly & Co., were admitted and made bids for 


resolution was finally 


‘ making the uniforms. 


After much discussion it was resolved that 
the uniform question be laid on the table until 
a subsequent meeting. 

This was done because the federal govern- 
ment donates the cloth and the state has made 
no provision whatever to help the soldiers in 
having the uniforms made. To have thisdone 
now would entail an expense of from six to 
seven dollars on ¢very member of the militia, 
and it is hoped that the next legislature will 
prove generous enough to pay the‘tailor’s bill. 

The subject of the encampment gave rise to 
another discussion. It was finally decided 
that it should commence on the third Monday 
in June. 

In the neizhborhood of thirty companies 
have reported their intention to take part in 
thé encampment and as the board desire to 
have that number considerably increased it 
was resolved that the time for making a re- 
port be extended so that commands can notify 
the adjutant general on or before the 15th of 
May whether they can go into camp under the 
rules prescribed and no command shall take 
part in the encampment which by that time 
does not report. 

The quartermaster-general, Colonel C. H. 
Olmstead, was given charge of all the prelimi- 
nary arrangements necessary for the proposed 
encampment, including the transportation of 
troops and the seeuring of instructors from the 
United States army. 

The date of the annual inspection was set 
to take place between April 28 and May 10, 
and it was ordered that all reports be made to 
the adjutant-general not later than May 14. 

The board then took a recess to meet May 
14 at 10a. m. at the Arlington hotel in Au-

AN IMPORTANT MEETING HELD 
LAST NIGHT. 


— 


Mr.C. A. Cellier and Three Other Gentle- 
men Elected as Members of the Board 
—The Amusements Discussed. 


The first meeting of the Piedmont Exposi- 
tion company in their new office was held last 
night. 7 

Barely a quorum was present when Presi- 
dent Wylie called the meeting to order, only 
the following gentlemen answering to their 


names: : 

Mr. P. H. Snook, Senator Frank Rice, 
Messrs. D. O. Dougherty, F. JJ. Cooledge, B. 
F. Walker, W. A. Gregg and Humphries 
Castleman. 

The first action taken was by President 
Wylie, who read a letter from the Y. M.C.A., 
stating that they wished to thoroughly organ- 
ize a system of physical sports, and requesting 
the use of thé land inside the race course 
where they could give exhibitions of baseball, 
football, lawn tennis, running, jumping and 
other games. 

The board were all in favor of granting the 
request, save for a sentence which requested 
exclusive control of the ground. It was 
thought that if the Y. M. C. A. was given such 
a privilege, the exposition might be interfered 
with. The president was authorized to ap- 
point a committee of ten to act with 
him in deciding the question. 

Tho action of the executive committee in 
raising the premiums for the agricultural ex- 
hibits was submitted to the board, and a reso- 
lution approving the act was passed. 

The purchase of the new 200 horse power 
Corliss engine, which will cost $2,800 when in 
position, was also approved. 

The proposed carnival was the next subject 
considered, and the matter was referred to the 
executive committee, with power to act. Two 
propositions from fire work companies 
were also - disposed . of the same 
way. One was from Pain & Son to 
produce the taking of Pekin by the English 
and French, and the other was from Major 
Funstin for the ordinary fireworks display. 

The perpetual right of the Fulton County 
street road to run their tracks into the exposi- 
tion grounds and to enjoy terminal facilities 
was discussed at some length, and the matter 
was referréd to the executive committee with 
instructions to have alegal document executed 
which would do justice to the railroad and also 
to the exposition company. 

Mr. Walker reported that the project of 
taking the city water into the grounds re- 
mained in the same condition that it did at 
the last meeting, and it was agreed to leave 
the matter with the committees who are now 
in charge of the plans. 

The wild west show was also discussed, but 
no action was taken, as it was thought best to 
wait some time before making any definite 
contracts. 

Captain Wylie stated that the time had 
come when the company needed some money 
to carry on the work of preparation. He also 
stated that about $15,000 would have to be ex- 
pene before the gates of the exposition ceuld 

e opened. 

A resolution was passed requesting the 
finance committee to take immediate steps 
toward securing subscriptions. 

Secretary Arnold was also authorized to draw 
up and insert in the constitution a petition for 
money from all public spirited citizens who de- 
sire to help the exposition. 
Messrs. Charles A. Collier, B. B. Crew, T.

Electric Railroad Privileges—Sam Fulton's 
Shortage—The Capitol Purchase Re- 
voked—Other Business, 


Street car franchises, building permits and 
pool selling were the features of the session of 
the general council yesterday afternoon. 

And a long session it was. 

There was no quorum present when Mayor 
Pro Tem Hutchinson called the body to order, 
and fifteen minutes of the day was lost in 
Waiting for members. This delay provoked a 
nm resolution from Mr. McBride, in which the 
hour of meeting was changed from 2:30 to 3 
p’clock. 

‘“‘For,’’ said the gentleman reading the pa- 
per, “‘what’s the use of coming up here and 
losing our time waiting for others to - come. 
My time is worth as much to me as any other 
tnember’s is to him.” 

‘The hour was changed. 

Legalizing Poo! Selling. 
“T have an ordinance here somewhat out of 


my line,’ said Mr. Middlebrooks. 

There was a funny smile on his face. 

“Be it Ordained by the mayor and general coun- 
cil.’ said the ordinance, ‘that the license for 
Belling pools on horse racing shall be one thousand 
dollars per annan, payable annually in advance, 
and the clerk’s fee in such license shall be one 
gdoitiar aud twenty-five cents. 

Section 2. No license for this business shall be 
granted except by the approval of the mayor and 
general council. 

Section 5. The place of business where such pools 
are sold, shall be known as the turt exchange, 
nnd shall not bein, or connected with, any place 
where liquor or-beer is soid at wholesale or retail. 

Section 4. No minors shall be allowed in such 
turf exchange. 

Seciion 5. Before such license shall be approved 
by the mayor, the grantee shall have — bond 
with two geod securities in the suim of one thous- 
and dollars to the mayorand general council that 
he will observe all the laws, ordinances, resolu- 
tions and rules prescribed by the mayor and gen- 
wral council of Atlanta for the government of turf 
exchanges. 

Section 6. The crarmtee of the license must also 
make affidavit that he has never been convicted of 
Violating any criminal law of this orany state in 
the United States. 

The reading produced a smile around the room. 

“You know,” said Mr. Middiebrooks, “that we 
have repeaied enough of that old prohibitory ordi- 
nance to allow the sale of pools on horse racing, 
and we get nothing forit. Ifwe are to legalize 
yes selling at all, 1 think we should charge a 

icense.”’ 

“Why don’t you include baseball,” said Mr. 
Woodward. 

That made Mr. Meador laugh. 

“When we stopped pool selling on baseball,” 
paid Mr. Woodward, ‘‘we killed the game and I’m 
in for giving it another chance.” 

“I think a thousand dollars toohigh,’’ remarked 
Mr. Howell, “and I move to amend by substituting 
five hundred.”’ 

“There’s a petition here from a gentleman who 
wants the license,”’ said Mr. Middicbrooks, ‘‘and 
he says he is willing to paya thousand dollars. 
That's the reason I put in that amount.” 

“[ doubt the propriety of granting any one a 
license to sell any Kind of pools,” said Mr. Rein- 
hardt. 

“So do I,” remarked Mr. Hulsey. 

“Oh, give the boys a chance,” said Mr, Meador. 

The ordinance was adopted. 

Mr. Middebrooks then presented a petition 
fron D. H. DeBardelaben & Co., fora license to 
establish a turf exchange on Pryor strect opposite 
the Kimball house subject to all laws madeto 
govern it. 

It was referred to the police committee with 
power to act. 

Mr. Woodward introduced an ordinance allow 
ing the sale of pools on baseball, under the same 
cules as horse racing pools. 

The ordinance was referred to the police com- 
mittee. 

His License Was Restored. 

A. Bluthenthal, of the B. & B. saloon, 48 Mari- 
etta, presented a petition for the restoration of 
the tirm’s retail liquor license. 

The papers showed that in the retail department 
short curtains were hung before the windows, and 
that a member of the police force had made a 
case against the house for obstructing a view of 
the saloon from the street. In police court the 
case had been tried, and he had been fined. ‘ 

Judge Kontz wrote a letter in which he recount- 
ed the circomstances surrounding the case and 
stated that the B. & B. had promptly removed the 
obstruction as soon as it had been pointed out by 
the officer. 

“I move,” said Mr. Meador, after the papers had 
been read, “that the petition be granted.”’ 

“But the law says, “remarked Mr. Middle- 
brooks, ‘that when a retail liquor dealer is con- 
victed in police court of violating the liquor laws 
his license shall be forfeited.”’ 

“Oh, pshaw,” answered Mr. Meador. 

The petition was granted. 

Another Liability Clause, 

An ordinance was presented drawn by the city 
attorney making it unlawful for any board,oflicer, 
or department of said city.to vote or expend or in- 
cur liabilities or obligations forany amountinex- 
cess of the annual eee made by the 
mayor or general council to such board, officer or 
department, and relieving the city from all liabil- 
ity for any amount oe egg in excess of the ap- 
propriation, and making the parties incurring 
such excess liable for the amount and subjeet to 
a removal from office. 

Mr. Howell opposed the ordinance, claiming 
that it made the council doubly responsible. 

‘Not at all,” said Mr. Hulsey, “the charter 
makes us responsible, and by this ordinance we 
se to make others responsible to us or in our 

ylaces.”’ 
' Mr. Middlebrooks was with Mr. Howell, 

The ordinance was adopted. 

GRANTING STREET CAR FRANCHISES. 

The electric committee, Mr. Woodward, chair- 
man, came tothe front witha big batch of peti- 
tions for street car privileges. 

“Upon these petitions,’ said Mr. Woodward, 
“we are ready to report.” 

The Atlanta street railroad company is given 
the right to construct and operate a branch from 
its Whitehall line along Smith, Gate City and Love 
streets to the East Tennessee, Virginiaand Georgia 
shops and on Jones, Walnut, Thurman, Davés, 
Mitchell, Mangum, Chapel and Nelson,provided it 
uses iron approved by the electric committee and 
city engineer. The Atlan'a and the Edgewood 
avenue lines are to have equal rights at a pro rata 
cost of construction on the Jones avenue part of 
the line, the Atlanta company to begin work within 
fifty days. 

The Atianta Street railroad company is allowed 

to place another track on Marietta strect, between 
Peachtree and Broad, and to place a turnout on 
Decatur, between Peachtree and Pryor, the tracks 
to be so arranged as to leave equal space between 
tracks and curbing of street. The company is al- 
lowed to place another track on Broad 
street, between Alabama and Marietta 
streets, the city, however, reserving the 
right to allow other companies to use the same 
track upon payment of the pro rata part of the 
cost of construction. The company or companies 
are to pay for keeping up the Broad street 
flooring, and to replace tt when so ordered by 
the city authorities. Cars going one way must 
use one track, while cars Boing the other way 
must use the other track. The company is re- 
quired to keep up regular schedules, 
. The Fulton County Street Railroad company is 
given an extension along Luckie street, North 
avenue and State street, provided it can make sat- 
isfactory arrangements with the Edgewood ave- 
nue railroad. 

The West End and Atlanta company is given 
the right to rebuild its line and make the neces- 
Bary improvements on its Broad street line. The 
iron used is to be approved by the electric com- 
mittee and city es goa the turnouts to be spee- 
ified and petitioned for hereafter. The-conditions 
laid down in the grant to the Atlanta company 
mm 5 es the company on Broad between Alabama 
and Marietta street. 

The Atianta and Edgewood Street Railway 
company is given theright to lay its tracks on 
Marietta, Forsyth, Walton, Bartow and Luckie, to 
the Technological school. On Simpson from Luckie 
to Marietta to Jones avenue and Gray, provided 
the iron used 1s approved by the electric committee. 
The construction of the wires and poles is to be sub- 
ject to the laws. The Atianta company is to have 
equal rights on the Jones avenue line. 

he Atlanta street company is commanded to 
put its North avenue line in order and to use it. 

The West Atlanta Street Railway company is al- 
lowed to build a line on such streets named in the 
petition, that have not been applied for and 
granted to other companies up to this date, to be 
used subject to the inspection of the city engineer.

That Will Rival AN in Elegance. 


Today the work w'!l begin on the Kiser law 
building.

The most skilled architects in the country | 


have submitted plans for it, and yesterday the 
contract was awarded to Messrs, J. Mathis & 
Co:, contractors of this city, and it is to be 
built after plans and specifications drawn up 
by Messrs. Bruce & Morgan, architects, o 
Atlanta. 

So it will be a home planned, home built 
home paid for builning that will be the pride 
of the city and the glory of the Atlanta bar, 
for whose convenience it is to be built. 

It will cost about $90,000, and will rear its 
stately five-story double-front 110 feet: on 
Pryor and 116 feet on Hunter streets. 

History of the Building. 

Major M. C. Kiser is the builder and the 
man to whose enterprising public spiritedness is 
due the conception of the plan, and he is the 
man who will foot all the bills 

During.the past year a namber of leading 
attorneys of the city approached Major Kiser 
on the subject of erecting a structure. that 
would furnish ample and suitable office room 
for the accomunodation of those members of 
the bar who were tired of occupying haphazard 
quarters ill adapted to their wants. 

Major Kiser was struck with the idea, and 
finally a committee was appointed, consisting 
of Colone! E. N. Broyles, Judge John 8. Hop- 
kins, Mr. W.S. Thompson, Mr. W. D. Ellis 
and Mr. hk. L. Sibley toget the matter im shape. 

In December last the agreement was made 
between this committee and Major Kiser, and 
the latter advertised for plans and specifica- 
tions. A large number of bids were received, 
and after an impartial consideration of all of 
them, those furnished by Messrs. Bruce & 
Morgan were accepted. Bids for the con- 
struction of the edifice, were received and 
the contract was awarded to Messrs. J. Mathis 
& Co., as above stated. 

The building is to be completed by April Ist, 
1891, and a year will be consumed in complet- 
ingit. A number of small stores occupy the 
site at present, mainly devoted to the fruit 
business, and these will have to be removed. 

Description of the Building. 

The building will be five stories in height 
with a basement, and will be built of Georgia 
marble or Berea stone. The Pryor street front 
will be ornamented with iron and marble 
columns, with ornamental balconies in front of 
the offices on the various floors, and a suspen 
sion slate roof with iron crestings. The base: 
ment will extend to the curbstone,and finished 
with grated openings for lighting purposes. 

On this side will be the principal entrance 
to the elevator and stairways, and this entrance 
will be highly finished in iron and marble, 
surmounted with a lofty arch, handsomely 
chiselled in appropriate designs, with the 
name ‘‘Law Building’ just above. 

There will be a hall sixteen feet, running 
the length of the building, and four large 
rooms suitable for stores. 

The corner room will be elegantly fitted up 
for a bank building, and the entrance, at the 
corner of Pryor and Hunter streets, will be 
constructec in keeping with the main en- 
trance. 

The Hunter street side will be very hand- 
somely built of iron and _ stone in continuity 
with the Pryor street front, thus presenting an 
imposing effect on either front. 

Around the two other sides of the building 
will extend an open area, entered on either 
street by gates, thus giving easy egress and 
ingress to the various entrances below, and 
light and ventilation to the apartments above. 

The interior arrangement is as perfect as the 
skill of the architect could devise. An open 
court extends from bottom to top in the center 
ofthe building, so that every office will be 
lighted and veutilated from the outside. A 
sixteen foot wide hallway, marble tiled and 
splendidly finished will lead to an elevator of 
the most approved pattern; and four broad 
stairways will lead upward to the offices, and 
two fire escapes will be provided opposite the 
two hallways that traverse three stairs and 
two large halls in the fifth story above, so that 
egress and ingress will be amply provided for. 

The Offices Proper. 

The three stories devoted to the offices 
proper, are exactly alike, finished in hard 
woods and Georgia pine. Each office is pro- 
vided with a private office, and a large num- 
ber of them will be provided ,with fire-proof 
yaults and closets. 

The offices fronting on Pryor street will be 
15x19, with private offices 10x11. The dimen- 
sions of the other oftices will be 16x17, with 
private offices 10x11; 16x16, private 10x11, and 
15x16, private 10x16. 

Water clesets of the latest paterns, with 
tiled floors, will be located in the rear of every 
floor of the building. 

There will be forty-two of these offiees, with 
the same number of private offices, and the 
entire building will be lighted, ventilated and 
heated by steam in the most complete and 
convenient manner possible. 

The fifth floor will consist of two large halls 
47x110 in dimensions, that will be suited to 
the use of secret societies, public meetings 
and other similar purposes. 

When completed it will be one of the hand- 
somest and best constructed buildings in the 
country, and Major Kiser will spare no pains 
to make it as perfect as the skill of the archi- 
tect and ingenuity of the builder can make it 

The location is admirably suited for the pur- 
pose. Just across the street is the Fulton 
county courthouse, two blocks away is the 
state capitol, and five minutes walk is the 
custom house, with the recorder’s courtroom 
and justice courts in easy distance. The bar 
of Atlanta will have cause for congratulation 


in the erection of this great structure so well 
adapted to their wants and convenience.

A DAY OF FIRES. 


THE DEPARTMENT CALLED UPON TO 
FIGHT FIVE OF THEM. 


A School House Has A Narrow Escape—The 
School Children and the Fire Drill— . 
Other Blazes. 


The Summer Hill school had a close éall 
from destruction by fire yesterday. 

And but for the perfection of the children in 
their fire drill, a serious panic might have been 
one result of the fire. 

It was about half-past 1 o’clock when a blaze 
was discovered in a frame building at the cor- 
ner of Martin and Fulton streets, opposite the 
school for colored children known as Summer 
Hill. 

A high wind was blowing and by the time 
the department reached the scene sparks had 
set fire to the roof of the school building and 
to two residences near it. 

The distance from the nearest water plug 
was about 2,400 feet, over rough, unpaved 
streets, and by the time the hose could be laid 
the roof of the building first fired—it was a 
small store—had fallen in. The firemen began 
work at once upon the two houses which had 
caught from this and easily extinguished the 
blazes. But they could not get near enough to 
the school building to have any effect upon it. 

The flames were bursting through the roof 
in several places. It looked as if there was 
no possible chance to save the building, but 
Chief Joyner succeeded in getting the chemi- 
cal up clese to the building, and tak- 
ing the hose made his way to the 
top. To extinguish the flames that 
had burst through the roof was a matter of a 
short time, but this wasn’t half the battle. By 
this time the rafters and ceilings were ablaze. 
To get at this, ‘Cap’? had to cut a hole 
through the roof and crawlin. This he did, 
and after a hard fight put out the fire. 

‘It wasa wonderful piece of work,’’ said 
Major Slaton, who was one of the. first per- 
sons on the ground and = saw. it all. 
“Chief Joyner put it out single-handed and 
alone. Had it not been for him and the Cchem- 
ical engine, the building would undoubtedly 
have been a total loss. As it is, the loss is not 
more than one hundred dollars, and unless it 
rains tomorrow, there will be school just as 
usual.”’ 

The fire drill of the children probably 
saved a panic. As it was, the moment 
the gong struck the fire signal they fell into 
line with military precision and the building 
was cleared within a minute and a half. 

The school building is insured in the At- 
lanta Home. Within half an hour after the 
fire had been put out the loss had been ad- 
justed and the work of repairing the building 
was begun. 

The frame store and residence of Andrew 
Moody, in which the fire originated, was 
almost entirely destroyed, the loss being prob- 
ably $300 or $400. 

Smaller Fires. 
A few minutes after noon an alarm was sent 


in, and the fire proved to be in a house on the 
corner of Foundry street and the railroad, 
occupied by negroes. It was also extinguished 
with slight damage. While the men were 
fighting. this another fire broke out on the 
roof of Mr. W.H. Bell’s store on Marietta 
street. It was only a’spark from a passing en- 
gine in the shingle on the roof of the store, 
and the damage was insignificant. 

At 6:30 o’clock yesterday morning, there 
was an alarm from Gammon’s wagon yard on 
West Peters street. The blaze was located in 
asmall barn inthe rear of the wagon yard, 
and the damage was slight. The department 
extinguished the flames with little trouble. 

The last alarm was sent in from box 331, 
and the fire was located in the watchman’s 
house at the East Tennessee freight depot. 
The house was covered by the blaze, which 
seemed tohave caught from the stove, and 
was torn down before the flames could be 
extinguished. The loss was smail, and in this, 
asin the Summer Hill school fire, the chemi- 
cal engine was brought into play and did 
splendid work, probably saving the depart- 


ment a hard fight. 
Policeman Anderson Vindicated. 

Policeman R. L. Anderson yesterday return- 

ed from Carrollton, whither he went to 
straighten the recent publications about, him- 
self. He says: ‘ 
*T brought Cannon and Terrell before Mr. 
Fitts, the author of the dispatch from Carroll- 
ton. As soonas Mr. Fitts heard what they 
had to say, he said: 

‘**Mr. Anderson, I feel thatI have done 
you, unintentionally an injustice, which I will 
do all I can to correct. I will publish a state- 
ment to this effect, which I hope will set you 
all right.’”’

Twenty-nine millions, in round numbers, 
fave been paid to widows and orphans of de- 
eased members, and never has a single claim 
gemained unpaid. 

The only instance where there was delay, in 
this state, was that of a man who died at Stone 
Mountain, soon after the organization of the 
Grst lodge. Their orderdid not have sufficient 
gands to meet the payment, but it was paid 
afterwards in full. 

The Work in Atlanta. 

The first lodge organized in Atlanta was 
Georgia lodge No. 127, which was instituted in 
9873. Thishas grown steadily until it now 
gumbers 325 meibers, and the list is increas- 
Ang at every meeting. 

Close on the heels of this came Gate City 
fodge No. 446 which now numbers 185 mem- 
bers and is in a very flourishing condition. 

About six months ago Atlanta lodge No. 
6471, was organized and now numbers about 
700 members and is growing daily. 

This gives a total of over 600 members in the 

ity, representing a total of over $1,000,000 in- 
gurance. The most prominent men in the city 
are members.

TH E STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, April 7.—The unfavorable show- 
tng of the bank statement Saturday, in connec- 
tion with the attitude of the Missouri Pacific in 
the matter of the formation of a new association 
to take the place of the interstate association, 
caused a pause in the feeling of confidence which 
was so prominent during last week, and put an 
end to the buying which resulted from it, and to- 
dav the market felt the effects of the encourage- 
ment given to the bears. The statement of 
Raturday was undoubtedly made upon a rising 
averages, and under present conditions this 
week’s statement cannot fail to show an improve- 
ment, beside which rates for money today were 
again brought down to the lowest possible figure, 
closing at one per cent offered. Anothcr thing 
which gave the bears some capital to work upon 
today was the use of Mr. Gould’s name, which is 
again heard in Wall street, the bears claiming that 
he is favoring a decline, which impression is one 
of the effects of the actionof Missouri Pacific and 
some utterances of people neartohim. His friends, 
however, maintain that he looks for much higher 
prices. The pressure today was felt most severely 
in Reading, Union Pacitic and Missouri Pacific, 
and it was boldly given out before the close that 
Union Pacific would be attacked, which was done 
right at the opening. The decline of one per cent 
which followed was entirely the result of this 
pressure, Reading was also vigorously 
attacked and it steadily sagged away from 41°4 to 
40, but in Missouri Pacific success was very in- 
different. 

In the remainder of the hist the movements ex- 
cept in afew specialties were entirely insignifi- 
cant. Tennessee Coal was again very weak and 
on light transactions declined materially. The 
tone of the market underwent a marked change 
for the better, late in the day, however, prine+p2hy 
because of more favorable advices in regard to 
the western situation, which caused early sellers 
to turn buyers, and except in a few instances 
losses incurred during the earlier portion of the 
fay were nearly wiped out. Wheeling and Lake 
Erie preferred, Union Pacific and some others 
were specially conspicuous in recovery. Manhat- 
tan and Colorado Coal were remarkly strong, and 
both rose one per cent on high dealings. 

Pacific Mail also made a sharp spurt owing to 
some talk about a contest over the election which 
will take place next month. The close was quietfbut 
firm, generally at slight losses from the closing 
figures of Saturday. The unlisted department 
was unusually dull and sales were only six thous- 
and shares, while dealings in listed stocks reached 
only 142,000 shares, of which 39,150 were Reading, 
24,145 Union Pacific and 10,125 Missouri Pacific.
